Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 13-15, 17-25, 27-29 and 31-35 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 13, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 

combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 13, and specifically comprising the limitation 

of the organic EL layer comprises a leak prevention layer that takes on a high resistance by 

thermal decomposition when its temperature is increased. 

Regarding claims 14-15, 17-25, 27-29 and 31-34, claims 14-15, 17-25, 27-29 and 31-34 

are allowable for the reasons given in claim 13 because of their dependency status from claim 

13. 

Regarding claim 35, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 35, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of the organic EL layer comprises a leak prevention layer comprising an organic semiconductor 
having a resistance that increases as the temperature of said leak prevention layer increases.
